The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The limitation "anticorrosive layer formed on transparent substrate side surfaces 
of the line parts of the metal mesh layer" of claim 1 , and "an anticorrosive layer on one 
surface of the metal layer, laminating the anticorrosive layer to the transparent substrate 
by an adhesive layer with the anticorrosive layer facing the transparent substrate" of 
claim 8 in combination with other limitations present is neither taught nor disclosed in 
the prior art of record.
